The characters were well 
supported throughtout, especially by Mr. James Vining, Mr. Maynard, 
Mr. J. Herbert, and Miss Vincent, who acted Montague Tigg, Jonas 
Chuzzlewit, Mrs.Gamp, and Young Bailey, to the life, and were 
loudly applauded. It is to be repeated every evening. 

Instrumental Music.—Messrs. Sivori, Sainton, Hill, and Rousselot, 
gave an instrumental concert last night at the Queen’s Concert Rooms, 
Hanover Square. It was numerously and fashionably attended. Both 
the artistes and the morceaux were few in number, but the performers 
were all consummate masters of their art, and the music selected was 
both beautiful and of a kind to call forth all the powers of Signor Si- 
vori and his talented associates. Each performance was a chef d’euvre, 
and elicited thunders of applause. Who has heard Sivori, or any of the 
other gentlemen above named performing singly, and has not been de- 
lighted? What, then, must the effect have been when these talents were 
all united together as they were last night. The entertainments lasted 
upwards of two hours, and never did time pass more quickly away. It 
will be seen that three countries were represented upon the occasion, viz. 
Italy, by Sivori, France, by Messrs. Sainton and Rousselot, and Eng- 
land, by Messrs. Hill and Osborne, and difficult it would be to say 
which country bore off the palm. 

Herr Staudigl, the celebrated bass singer, left London, on Sunday, by 
the General Steam Navigation Company’s steam ship, Earl of Liverpool, 
for Ostend, en route for Vienna. 

Grisi, Favanti, Mario, and F. Lablache, accompanied by Schira as 
conductor, intend to make an extensive provincial tour in the autumn ; 
we have heard that two other parties are making arrangements to 
gratify our country cousins, but they are not yet completed. 

The Theatre, which has been re-decorated, is now open under the 
management of Mr. Corbet Cooke. Mr. Henry Betty commenced a 
short engagement on Monday last, in Shakspere’s famed and sublime 
tragedy of Macbeth. Mr. H. Betty of course appeared as the guilty 
Thane, and sustained the hero with a vigorous animation and accurate 
krfowledge of the author’s meaning, which must ever place him in the 
highest rank of the histrionic art. The murder scene—his terror as the 
spirit of Banquo rises to his sight—his meeting the witches in the 
enchanted cave—and his maddened and conscience-stricken soul, with 
the tremor that pervades every fibre of his frame, upon hearing that 
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Birnam-wood is coming to Dunsinane—were powerfully and beautifully 
rendered; and in the last scene he proved himself a perfect master of the 
‘noble science of defence.” Miss Kinloch Maturin was the LadyMac- 
beth of the evening. It is very seldom that we have seen so fine a con- 
ception of the character ; her readings were original and effective—her 


elocution impressive and chaste.—Hddowes’s Shrewsbury Journal, 
July 10.
